The Confederate's Ruse,

I was the last of the fortunate few 
that escaped from Point Lookout prison, 
he said, in the fall of '04. 

The enclosure — known as the Bull 
Pen — iu which the prisoners were kept, 
consisted of a paling about 14 feet high, 
with an outside platform, not far from 
the top, whore the sentinels day and 
night walked their beat in sight of the 
prisoners. 

On the eastern side of the camp was 
the Chesapeake; and here, if wo kept 
within musket range, we could bathe 
or fish at any hour of the day — a privi- 
lege greatly appreciated by those who 
could stand the exertion. 

For some it became a daily practice, 
whenever the weather permitted the 
sport, to fish in the forenoon ; and this 
we did either standing in the water, 
sometimes up to our elbows or armpits, 
or sitting on long-legged, crane-like 
tripods, which the more ingenious con- 
trived for themselves out of pieces of 
cracker-box. Day after day we would 
venture out in the broiling sunshine; 
and I have since wondered, in thinking 
of it, that no case of sunstroke ever oc- 
curred.

beach to be emptied; and those who 
happened to be bathing at the time had 
as much as they could do, in returning 
to the shore, to keep clear of the filth 
To one of these "vessels of ignominy" 
it was that I owed my escape. It 
chanced in this way: 

I had waded out with my fishing- 
clothes on somewhat further than usual, 
when I saw a tub floating upside down 
and drifting toward me. As soon as it 
was near enough, I watched my chance, 
and, no one observing me, dived and 
got under it. 

There I was, likeFalstaffin the buck- 
basket, with "the rankest compound of 
villainous smell that ever offended nos- 
tril." For a moment I thought I should 
suffocate; and doubtless such might 
have been my fate but for a bung-hole 
in the tide of the tub, which I fortu- 
nately discovered, and through which I 
got enough light and fresh air to supply 
my necessities. As my head was 1 
tirely out of the water, I had but 
turn my face to this aperture and follow 
the tide. 

The weather being cool, the bathers 
that morning were comparatively few: 
but the beach was lined with groups of 
prisoners, and why neither they 
sentinels saw me, I have never yet 
known. 

Once out of musket range, I was safe 
so long as I managed to keep my foot- 
ing. My fear was of stepping beyond 
my depth, and so losing the tub; or else 
of arousing suspicion by going too fast 
for the tide. It was necessary, there- 
fore, to movo with precaution, and so 
slow was my progress for the first two 
miles that it took mo fully an hour or 
more to lose sight of the prison. Even 
then it was only at intervals that Idared 
to peep out ; and not until noon did I 
finally venture to doff the tub and make 
for the beach. 

So weak and cramped and dizzy was 
I when I got ashore, that all my remain- 
ing strength was exhausted in dragging 
on slowly across the sand to the pin^ 
woods beyond. Once under the whis- 
pering trees, however, and stretchod on 
the sweet-smelling, pine-tag carpet, I 
fell fast asleep. When I woke I did 
not know where I was, nor whether the 
sun, which was then quite low, 
just rising or setting. 

Tho' greatly refreshed by my five 
hours' rest, I was desperately hungry, 
and tho question now uppermost in my 
mind was of something to eat. I knew 
that the people in that part of St. 
Mary's were, most of them, kindly dis- 
posed to the South, and that very night 
brought a proof of it in the warm hos- 
pitality extended to me at a neighbor- 
ing farm-house. 



On tho following morning I left this 
retreat, not only relieved of my present 
wants, but provided with what would 
supply my necessities for at least a 
week longer. 

The adventure that closed my career 
of danger is the only one, after I quitted 
tho coast that deserves to be men- 
tioned. 

I had been traveling mostly on foot 
since I made my escape; and now, after 
many a tedious delay, there remained 
but one critical step to be takou to de- 
termine my fate. A distance of ten or 
twelve miles was before mo and I had 

to pass through tho village of to 

reach my destination. For greater se- 
curity I was advised to make this last 
stage of my journey by night, and by 
no means to onter the village till dark, 
as there were known to be spies in the 
place always on the alert. 

At sunset, coming in sight of the set- 
tlement, I halted to rest and to see 
where best to conceal myself while I 
waited for night.

In one special corner of tho enclosure 
was a group of fresh graves, where I 
took it to be that the soldiers were 
buried ; and among these I noticed a 
newer mound, which, from the flowers 
upon it, I thought had been raised that 
morning.

Presently lights from the distant 
houses began, to appear ; and I was just 
thinking it time to go, when the sound 
of some vehicle coming my way arrested 
the thought. 

Listening in breathless suspense, I 
soon found that the wheels were much 
nearer than I hadsupposed, the stealthi- 
I ness of the approach alone having kept 
time to collect myself, a close-covered 
wagon stopped outside the wall, and I 
saw two men get cautiously out of it — 
to open the gate, and the other to 
lead the horse in. Tho time, the place, 
the mysterious approach — everything 
tended to agitate me, and I was on the 
point of taking to flight, when the 
truth flashed upon mo. Proceeding at 
once to th8 new-made grave, the rob- 
bers, each with a spade from the wagon, 
began forthwith to remove the loose 
earth, with a skill and rapidity that 
proved beyond doubt their professional 
character. 

It may bo imagined with what pro- 
found interest I watched their opera- 
tions. In less time than I had con- 
ceived it possible the coffin was raised, 
and the body, around which they threw 
a long cloak, removed to the wagon. 
The work of refilling the grave was 
soon done; and hardly an hour from the 
time they came in the rascals were out 
of the graveyard and on their way 
homeward. The wagon had no sooner 
turned from the gate than I startod to 
follow it.

Ribbon Enough to Girdle the Earth. 
Ribbon for trimmings is in greater 
demand than ever, and an enormous 
length of silk ribbon i3 manufactured in 
Passaic county, N. J., yearly. In Pat- 
erson alono is made about 86,675,000 
yards a year. This is 110,025,000 feet, 
or a little less than 22,731 miles. This 
would reach from Washington to Java 
and back. It is two and a half times 
the distanco to Canton, China, three 
times the distance to tho Cape of Good 
Hope, and seven times across tho ocean 
from New York to England. Three • 
quarters of all the ribbon made in this 
country is manufactured at Paterson, 
and about one-tenth as much more is 
imported. It is impossible to estimate 
how much is consumed in America, as a 
considerable quantity is exported, but a 
careful calculation would perhaps make 
it about 30, 000 miles a year, or consid- 
erably moro than enough to put a silken 
belt around the earth — [New York 
Stari 

A Magnificent Hothouse. 
The first magnificent attempt at hot- 
house building was that of Francis I. of 
Austria in 1753. They were 
rangos, extending altogether to the 
length of 1290 feet, many of them being 
thirty foethigh. Landscape gardening, 
and tho adoption of the English style, 
rapidly spread into France, Germany 
and Russie after the year 1702. In tha 
latter country there are several magnifi- 
cent conservatories, only surpassed by 
those of Kew, Chatsworth, and tho Ro- 
gent's Park, London. Tho earliest 
hothouses for the cultivation of fruits 
seem to have been thoso of the Duke of 
Kutland, erected at Belvoir, in 1705. 
In modern times, tho best constructed 
or most improved kitchen and forcing 
gardens are those of her Majesty, at 
Fragmore. The Royal Botanic Gardens 
at Kew are unequaled in Europe, while 
those at Chatsworth, Eaton Hall and 
Trentham are models of taste and judg- 
ment.— [New York Dispatch,

Quicksand is composed chiefly of 
small f particles of mica mixed largely 
with water. The mica is so smooth 
that tho fragments slip upon each other 
with tho greatest facility, so that any 
heavy body which displaces them will 
sink and continue to sink until a solid 
bottom is reached. 

A remedy for tender feet is cold wate r 
(about two quarts), two tablespoonfuls 
of ammonia and one tablespoonful of 
bay rum. Sit with tho feet immersed 
for ten minutes, gently throwing the 
water over the limbs upward to the 
knee. Then rub dry with a crash 
towel, and all the tired feeling is gone.

The very best nourishment for inva- 
lids and children is the juice pressed 
from a steak or mutton chop thorough- 
ly trimmed and boilod about five min- 
utes.

Pricoito is a borate of lime and was 
named 20 years ago by Professors Dana 
end Silliman in honor of Professor 
Thomas Price of San Francisco. Borax 
is made by boiling it with carbonate of 
soda. A discovery of priceite in large 
quantity U just reported from Curry 
County, Oregon. Doposits of the same 
mineral are found in Turkey and 
shipped to London where it sells as 
"Turkey borate." 

Five persons were imprisoned by the 
caving in of a wall at a quarry at Chan- 
colade, near Perigeux, France, recently, 
and there were no means at hand to 
rescue them.

Our people want to rid themselves 
of the tyranny of Gainesville neigh- 
bors aud the Richmond & Danville 
railroad. Let the good work go on. 

The charter members met here 
on that day, and effected an organ- 
ization by accepting the charter 

tors. This is decidedly an enter 
prise of the city of Atlanta and a 
very important one to her, too. It 
will pass through one of the best 
and least developed sections of the 
slate, and a great ' variety of soil 
acd productions— untold mineral 
and timber resources and water, 
power not to be excelled in America 
This contemplat d line will pass 
through the counties of Milton, 
Forsyth, Daw jon, Lumpkin, Uuion, 
Towns and on to connect, either 
with the old grade of the Blue 
Ridge or the N.East'n from Athens, 
whose terminus is Webster N. C.

olina Western Extension. Now is

, CHINESE CAFES. 

The Elaborate Courses in : 
Mongolian Restaurant. 

Two Days Required to Eat \ 
First-Class Spread. 



Thero are eight thriving Chinese 
restaurants which can prepara a Ohineaa 
dinner in New York, -writes Wong 
Ching F»-»u in tha Cosmopolitan, almost 
with the same skill as at the famous 
"Dan quay Cha Yuea" (Delmonico's) of 
Shanghai or Canton. Those places are 
most thronged on Sunday, when the 
Chineso laundrym'en of New York and 
neighboring cities como in for a general 

Unlike Americans, tho Chinese do 
not generally pay by the dishes ordered, 
but by the tables or spreads, called by 
the Chinese "Gzuh." A first-class 
spread inc'.udes about forty coursos, and 
it takes two days to finish the feast. 
It costs $50. A second-class sproad, 
with twenty-eight courses, costs $40. 
A third-class spread, with eighteen 
courses, costs $25. Tho cheapest 
sproad contains eight courses for $8. 
Thi3 is the lowest price for which a 
man can order a formal din- 
ner in a first-class Chinese res- 
taurant. But then tho spread 33 made for 
any number of peop'.e within twjlvo. 

If a man simply watiti to eat a short 
meal, for himself and a friend or two, 
he can got ready-mado dishes of fish, 
chicken, duck, pigs' feet, rice, tea, 
etc., cheaper than in any other res- 
taurant, besides many dishes peculiar t« 
Chinatown. The prices run from five 
cents to twenty- five cents. The foods 
are all chopped in small pieces, ren- 
dering knives and forks unnecessary. 
The Chineso table implements are chop- 
sticks, of ivory or bone, a tiny littla 
teacup and a porcelain spoon. 

A staple dish for the Chinese gour- 
mand is chow chop svey, a mixture of 
chickens' livers and gizzards, fungi, 
bamboo buds, pig's tripo, and bean 
sprouts stewed with spices. The gravy 
of this is poured into th.3 bowl of rice 

with some (the prototype of 

Worcestershire sauce), making a de- 
licious seasoning to ihs favorite grain. 
Tho tea is made by pouring hot water 
over the fresh Oolong ia a cup, 
and covering it with a small 
saucer to draw. Then push- 
ing back the saucer a little, you 
pour off the fluid into a smaller cup, and 
add more hot water to the grounds 
again. This may be repeated five ot 
six times, and tho last cup will be near- 
ly as strong a3 tho first. The Chinaman 
always takes spirits with his meals, 
pouring the rice whiskey into a tiny cup 
from a pewter pot. But he always 
drinks moderately, and never apart from 
his meals. For this reason drunken 
Chinamen are very rarely seen. Whon 
a party of Chinamen sit around a table, 
one dish of each kind of food is served, 
and all pick from the same dish with 
the chopsticks. When there are several 
courses, the earlier dishes are never re • 
moved, and by tho time a good dinner 
has been served tho table is literally 
buried with dishes. 

The stoves, , if they can be called such, 
are curiosities in themselves. They aro 
long ranges built of low, broad Irieks. 
In the top are great pits, into which are 
firmly built iron gridirons imported 
from China for frying, boiling or steam- 
ing purposes. Two of the brick ranges 
have only open pits, and there are places 
where the whole hogs are occasionally 
' huag upon iron bars and roasted. They 
proviie very quick and sure facilities 
for turning out a large roast of any 
kind in beautifully brown and crisp 
style. Coal is never used in these Chi- 
n«se kitchens; only hay and hickory 
wood. At least five hundred Ameri- 
cans take their meals regularly in Chi- 
nese restaurants in orthodox Chi- 
neso fashion with chopsticks. This 
may bo partly because Chinese diet is 
.skillfully prepared, so that certain 
dishes work certain medicinal result*. 
The hygienic functions of cooking ele- 
vate tho kitchen directors in China 
to high social status. Many of these 
Americans have acquired gastro- 
nomical tastes, and order 

dishes like Chinese mandarin-, 
but as a rule the keepors do not 
cater to any other trade than Chinese, 
because the Chinano^n frequently orders 
two-dollar and three-dollar dishes, 
while the American seldom pays more 
than fifty or seventy-five cents for his 
Chinese dinner.

The process of making oleomargarine 
is described as follows by the New York 
Dispatch: The fat of the cow (or beef 
fal) 13 thrown, piece by piece, into large 
tanks containing tepid water, where it 
remains for an hour or two, when the 
water is drawn off, and fresh water 
brought into the tank. Each piece is 
thoa separately inspected and thrown 
into another tank containing pure 
water, where it remains about the same 
as at first. Pieces rich in oil are the 
only ones thrown into the tank; all the 
others are cut off and put into tierces, 
to be rendered into tallow. The fat in 
the second tank is again inspected, and 
passed iato a third, after which third 
washing it is a pure white fat 
The next step is to elevate this fat i 
cars, holding about 600 pounds each, to 
the top of the building, or third floor, 
alongside the disintegrating rrlaci 
These are like the regular meat-hasher. 
Tho meat is cut very fine in these 1 
chines, and is now in a comminuted 
state, which enables it to be rendered 
at a very low temperature. This ren- 
dering is accomplished in a series of 
caldrons* jacketed and surrounded by 
water. The water in the jacket is 
heated to the boiling point by the in- 
troduction of live steam, which in timo 
heats the caldron containing the fat, 
causing it to melt at a temperature of 
ii4 degrees to i22 degrees P.,- which 
care is taken to prevent getting 
above i22 degrees^ since the lower 
the temperature is kept the tet- 
ter is the product obtained. During 
the process, about five per cont. of ordi- 
nary salt is addeSj whiGh helps the 
membrane to separate. As soon as the 
fat falls into the kettle, the 3team is 
turned on to heat the water" in the 
jacket after the heat thus accumulated 
is found sufficient to finish the process. 
When the fat is completely rondered, 
cold water 3 is poured into the jacket. 
Revolving agitators constantly keep the 
mass in motion. When the agitatioi 
ceases and the fat finally comes to 
rest, a membrane (or scrap) settles to 
the bottom of the kettle and the pure 
fat is left on top. This is left at rest 
about half an hour, when the pure fat 
is ready to be drawn off and strained 
into the settling kettle3. An emulsion 
of water and oil, in the condition of 
froth, floats on the surface of the ren- 
dered fat, which is ladled off. The 
fat remains ia the settling kettles from 
one to three hours, and is kept at a 
temperatureof 118° to 122° P. When 
the settling is complete and the refined 
fat at the proper temperature, it is 
drawn off through fine sieves into tanks 
or cars, which are removed to the 
"seeding room," which is kept at a 
temperature of 85°. In this room the 
fat begins to solidify, very slowly, tho 
more solid constituents crystallizing 
out at first, the whole mass at last as- 
suming a kind of mushy consistency. 
The seeding or crystallizing process re- 
quires from thirty-six to forty, 
hours, and must not be hurried. When 
the rendered fat is in the proper 
dition, it is pressed so as to separate 
tho butter oil from the stearine. 
To accomplish this, the fat is packed 
in cloths set in molds. These 
packages are placed on plates of gal- 
vanized iron, in the press, one above 
the other. About 2, 000 pounds to the 
square in ch o f pressure is applied. This 
is kept up until the butter oil ceases to 
flow from the press. This oil is re- 
ceived into a large reservoir, and if it 
is to bo shipped, it flows into perfectly 
clean tierces, where, after solidifying, 
it is sealed up. A large quantity is 
shipped to Europe, to be churned up 
with milk and butter. The name "oleo- 
margarine" was given to butter oil be- 
cause it was thought to be composed 
principally of oleine and margarine, two 
chemical names applied to fats.

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CHINESE TANNERS. 

Primitive State of the Mongolian 
j Leather Industry. 

Their Tanning is Patriarchal in 
its Simplicity. ^ 

Chineso shoes are, of course, made, 
chiefly of cloth, with felt soles, so that 
all the processes of the leather industry 
are in a very backward condition in the 
flowery empire. Their tanning i3 patri- 
archal in its simplicity. This, accord- 
in? to Consul Shepard of H;inkow> 
China, i3 the way they manage*. 

''A vat is prepared — generally sunk 
in the ground — capable of holding about 
thirty hides. They are covered and 
left to soak in a solution of lime^ called 
by tho natives 'milk of lime.* 'They aro 
kept in this bath sixteen days and up- 
ward, according to tho season, cold 
Weather requiring more time than Warm-. 
The hair is then loosened, and then tho 
hides are taken singly, spread upon a 
bench and thoroughly put through a 
scraping process to remove the hair and 
the oiffal from the flesh side. The tool 
*ustjd forthh i3 of peculiar construction. 
It is shaped liko a capital letter H, 
one side being a steel or iron blade, 
and the other tho handle, tho 
cross-bar merely connecting them. 
The blade is about a foot in length and 
tho handle two Or threo inches lcs\ 
The workman places tho handle agaiast 
his breast for greater case and power, 
and with this forcible application of 
the tool to the hide the hair is speedily 
removed. The hide is then turned with 
the &jsh sido up, and by a similar ma' 
taipulation all offal is removed and tho 
hide is reduced to a quito uniform 
thickness. A thorough washing fol- 
lows, and the skin is cleansed of all re' 
mains of tho lime. The rofuse hair i3 
saved for agricultural ] urposes, and 
the scrapings of the flesh side 
aro boilad down for glue. 

'.'After the cleansing the hides nro 
subjected to a vigorous rubbing with a 
heavy sandstone, or other 1 ki article, 
►until both sides are thoroughly smooth. 
When this process is completed a strong 
decoction of nutgall is sprinkled ovor 
tho green leather and then tho tanning 
is commenced. The nut-galls are boiled 
in water over a slow fire until they be- 
come liquefied, and the strained liquor 
furnishes all the tannin Used. Kutgalls 
aro abundant in the regions furnishing 
exports to Hankow, and considerable 
quantities aro sent to the United States. 
There were received at Hankow from 
other native ports in tho last year, 
713.75 piculs, as entered at tho foreign 

"■The next process to which the skins 
are subjected is a peculiar one. A sort 
of furnace h built underground, with 
an opening in circular form, from which 
a dense smoke issues when the fuel is 
fired. The fuel i equired is either wheat 
straw or a. species of grass gathered 
from a mountain side. Nothing else, it 
is believed, will answer the required, 
purpose, 

♦'During seven days the hides 
'are passed back and forth through 
tho smoke issuing from tho furnace, 
and, unless it is to be blacked, tho 
banning of tho leather is thu3 com- 
pleted. If it is to be blacked, a liquor 
or vinegar, in which iron has been left 
to corrode, or a solution of nutgalls and 
copperas is ordinarily used, but at limes 
simple lampblack is used. 

"The yellow-brown color given to 
the leather by the smoking process is, 
however, considered to be of remark- 
able beauty, "and is, therefore, greatly 
preferred by manufacturers and wear- 

'"The leather is made soft by sprink- 
ling it with saltpeter during tho smok- 
ing, 8ccampar.i-.id by repeated and 
violent kneading of it, drying in the 
air instead of by exposing to the sun. 
The strength of tho solution of salt- 
peter as applr.d is said to be kept se- 
cret, no apprentice being initiated to 
the knowledge of it until ha has served 
for ih r ee years." 

An Unexplained Phenomenon. 

W. C. Simmons, of Madison county, 
Ga., says that on a north hillsile near 
his house are a dozen or more circles 
on the grouid, varying in size from 
three to sixteen feet across. In the cen- 
tre of each circle the grass seems to be 
greener than anywhere else, while the 
grass in tho track is dead and dry as a 
chip. AVhat has caused the circles to 
appear on the ground in this way is a 
mystery. They are perfectly round, 
and tho track where the ground is dead 
is the same width all the way round, 
being about eighteen or twenty inches 
wide. — [Chicago Herald. 



THE FOUNDER OF CHICAGO. 

Be Was a Coal Black Negro front 
. the Island of San Domingo, 

[From the Chicago Times.] 
The name of tie real founder of Ohio- 
»Ro, ^.uioh has been left unsung by the 
proud Caucasian and permitted to drift 
lato oblivion, is hereby resoued. It waa 
lean Baptists au Sable, and its owner 
was a San Domingo negro, with com- 
plexion as black as the character of the 
fiend who would attempt to bribe an 
Aldetman with a block of imaginary 
stock in a mythical railroad. The name 
gave rise to a suspicion of French blood 
In Jean's veinS) but there was nothing 
in any feature to show il, and no doubt 
te was fen African of the purest type. 
fie had in his mind the founding of a 
great empire in the wilderness, and be- 
lieved that a commingling of negro and 
Indian would produce the typical raoa 
of the world-4arge in brain and invin- 
cible in war. He had doubtless heard 
legends of the most famous of his race. 
Hannibal, who, descending the Nile, 
crossed into Europe, and after Over- 
throwing the Boman legions advanced 
upon the '"Mistress of the World" with 
a myriad of men. In order to do this, 
too, it was necessary to march his hosts 
across the Alps, and this wp.s . accom- 
plished in a manner so Buf)erb that the 
later effort of Napoleon -was but a feeble 
imitation. 

It is certain, however, that Au Sable 
had dreams of power and empire. He 
thought first to ingratiate himself with 
the neighboring tribes of Indians, 
eventually consolidate tbeni; and be- 
oome chief of a great nation. As a pre- 
liminary step, and to provide for a 
future capital, he prospected through- 
out the vast wilderness, and with pro- 
phetic vision chose this as the locality. 
Nothing could change this determina- 
tion, and despite the wiles and blandish- 
ments of real estate dealers at Marquette 
and Fort Clark (now Peoria) he took 
possession in 1799 of a strip of ground 
tying north of the river and extending 
from what is now Clark street to the lake, 
Thereon he built a hut and proceeded 
to negotiate. 

Like many a white man before and 
since, Jean seems to have a great head 
for schemes, but a poor one for diplo- 
macy, and after two or three years oi 
incessant toil and increasing intrigue 
his vision of power faded away. Lo 
was suspicou3, and would have none of 
it, and this distrust of his motives 
seems to have broken the adventurer'i 
spirit, as he soon abandoned his claim, 
and being desirous of ending his life aa 
soon and easily as possible located on 
the Illinois river near Peoria, where ha 
soon died of break-back ague.

A Buried City Strangely Brought tti 
Light iii New Mexico. 

The propriety of a bill introduced a 
day or two ago by Chairman Holman of 
the Committee on Public Lands into the 
United States House of Eepi'esentatives, 
to set apart a large tract of land near 
Cochite, on the Kio Grande, ill New 
Mexioo, as a national reservation, on 
account of its many archaeological re- 
mains, was illustrated and confirmed by 
the Hon. Amada Chavez, one of the 
leading citizens of the Territory, who 
lives not far from that section of coun- 
try, and who comes occasionally to El 
Paso on business. 

He discovered a short time ago, One 
mile north of the little town Of San 
Mna'co, the ruins of an extensive city, 
the existence of which had never even 
been Suspected before. The action of 
the windshade covered the larger por- 
tion of the ruins with sand and other 
detritus, and converted the whole into 
an extensive mound, and it was only a 
Severs rain storm and cloud burst, 
sweeping away one angle of this mound 
and disclosing some heavy st6iie walls, 
that made the discovery possible. Mr. 
Chavez has since uncovered one or two 
of the ruins and obtained a number of 
interesting relioa. A skeleton was found 
having three strands of beads around its 
neck — one of turquoise, one of jet, and 
(the other of bone. There were also 
large earrings of jet and turquoise with 
the skeleton, and remainB of the hair, 
which was not black, but light brown, 
besides ornamental pottery arrow-heads, 
with a quantity of maize, partly carbon- 

This skeleton, with the articles enu- 
merated, was found in a small chamber 
of masonry built up with a very adhe- 
sive cement. The excavations thus far 
made have discovered a large building, 
•with massive stone walls and a tower at 
each oorner. It looks more like the re- 
mains of a oitadel than an ordinary 
dwelling. The masonry is of the best 
kind, and the interior ohambers are 
plastered and painted white. In the 
oentre of this structure was found a 
water reservoir, from which stone aque- 
ducts led in many directions. A dim 
tradition among the native Pueblo In- 
dians located here a prehistoric city 
named Guato, which was still in exist- 
ence at the time of Cortez's coming to 
Amerioa.
